The report indicated that despite 
these reductions in farm population 
and labor, the farms of the Empire 
State produced record crops last year. 
It was pointed out, however, that the 
production was made at the expense of 
other important farm work, and that 
in many instances farmers neglected 
buildings, drainage and fences to de­ 
vote their time to the production of 
normal yields.
